MAKING A CASE FOR JOCKEY MARTIN. 

In Offering Proof of His Honesty the Sun 
Pictures Him as a Tipster. 

‘‘The case of Jack Martin, tlie jiv-key, who was 
recently suspended for the rest of the winter season 
at Xew Orleans, lias caused a great deal of gossip 
among ids friends in Hiis city,'' says the Xew 5ork 
Siin. ‘‘It lias l«‘cn ofliciall.v staled Hiat .Martin 
was snsjieiidcd liy Hic stewards of the Crescent Cit.c 
JiH-kcy Cliili liccause of a issir rid<^ on orl.v. an 
erratic horse wliose in and out races have Ik-ci) Hic 
snlijei'l of comment for a long time. After investi- 
gating matters. Hie stewards, it is positivtd.v de- 
clared, found no evldeHO* of collusion lietwcen 
Martin and the ImtHiig ring, and consequently made 
no charge of fraudulent riding agaiii.st him. In- 
stead they set him down without a hearing, explain- 
ing at Hie same time that the.v did not care to liiive 
.Martin ride on their track again. 

“The friends of the jockey have sincu become oon- 
vinced that this ruling, on the face of it, is hardly 
fair to the lio.v, whose reputation has been damaged 
to a certain extent, and they are now declaring with 
sonic emphasis that Marlin slioiild he eitlier rein- 
stutwl without further delay, if Hiere is 110 direct 
charge of crookedness lodged against him, or tliat 
he should be ruled off the turf for life if proven 
guilty of wrong doing. There is evidence at hand, 
if the Crescent tUty Jockey Club “stewards want 
to look it over, that should go a long way to prove 
tliat Martin did his best to win with Orly. On the 
da.v of the race several hlg o|ieratofs in this city 
received Indirect word from Martin that Orly coqld 
not lose, and as a result of this hit of antheutlc in- 
forinatiou they sont heavy commissions to be placed 
with the books in Xew t)rleans. Tlie men who re- 
ceived this iutormation from the jockey have always 
been his closest friends, so that there is not a ebauce 
in the world, they say, that he handed them the 
double cross. 

“There are other incidents that have occurred 
liere to prove that Martin has been on the level. 
On several oi'casions he has won races at New Or- 
leans on long shots which have beaten heavily 
backed horses which were sent to bis friends here 
as sure things. In private communications Martin 
lias shown conclusive proof that lie has not done 
wrong, and for that reason his friends believe that 
he should te set right at once In the eyes of the 
racing public. Martjh has never lieen regarded 
as an liiconipetent Jockey, tkmsequently his frisuds 
say that he should l>e proved gullt.v or Innocent of 
ibe t^arge that he did not do hls best with the 
horse that has placed him in his present uupleasant 
' pred^caiueaL'*

FRANCE DRAWS A FINE DISTINCTION. 

Bettinq on Races Is Not Gamblinq — Insurinq 
a Bettor Aqainst Loss Is Gamblinq. 

‘•Purinp tlue rei’ent delil>«rallons of the.Porraanent 
Racing CoMmittee, aprointed by the Minister of 
Agrleuknre to take over the functions of the French 
Jockey Chib, e cnrlons point arose wlien the pari- 
mutuel came up for discussion.” says a Paris corres- 
(smileut to the Morning Telegraph. ”lt was pro- 
poseil lo estahllsh a special ottice on Ihe race course 
where sl<s‘phM'has«»< were lield. at which hac'kers 
eouhl Insure against a loss through the fall of the 
hoj-se which they liail laicked. The <triginator of 
this ingenious s<-heme suggested tiiat any hohler 
of a ticket at the pari-nnitue) could. Iiy paying 10 
per cent, on his investinetit to tills ollice. secure the 
repayment of liis stake if tlie horse was prevented 
from winning liy accident. 

•‘Tliere seemed on the face of it much to be said 
In favor of tliis arrangement, Imt the laws agaitist 
ganilding will not permit it to lie put into o|M‘rati<y. 
It is pointed out with some show of reason that a 
tiet made on the result of a horse race is not gatiih- 
ling, as the result of the race does not depend 
ii|Kin chaiK-e. A man who makes a lad Is really 
backing his intelligeme. P.y study atid observation 
h<- lias come to tlie conclusion tiiat a cc*rtain horse 
oiiglit to 1 m* superior to the oiliers in the contest, 
and tile Hian wlio wins obtains the reward of his 
calciilationii. 

“The fall «sf a horse is a matter of uncertaiut.v. 
Wliile it nui.v be said that tlie iiest hi>rse will al- 
most assuredly win. it is by no means so certain 
that the worst horse will fall, and the eh*ment of 
giitnblitig is too strongly iironotniced Iti this insiir- 
at'ce scheme to obtain otiicial and legal rec-ognition. 

"It ma.v be of interest if I iptote a few words 
ftom the report on the alMwe tuentioned proposal 
made to the I'otntuittee hy M. .Michel Tardit: 'We 
are told,’ he said, ‘that the return of stakes at tlie 
liari-miittiel iti the event of the horse falling will 
give satisfaidion to the ptiidiM. to owners, to the race 
societies, to the state atid even to morality. We 
cantiot examitie it from these ililTeretit points of 
view; we must sitniily consiiler if the proposed cotn- 
bitiation is iM'iniitted liy law. 

“ ‘.Vrticle l.’.MH of the Civil Cixie distingttishes 
lM-lw**«‘n assurance and gamhlitig. Asstirance is a 
jneasure of prudence destined to prevetit loss, and 
to guarantee against some fortuitous event; while a 
g.'itnble has the itniiitie object of wititiitig throtigh 
the iustruinetitality of chance or hazard. In default 
of any exact legal delitiitioti, let tts recall lliat given 
by juris|irudrtice, which lays dowti tiiat a bet is a 
Convention by wliich two or more parties s<*ek re- 
ciiu'ocally a gaiti sid«>rditiatcd liy Ihe realization of 
SI tin* event or fact whicli one of the parlies atlirms 
and wliich the oilier denies. 

‘III the present combination we find an agency 
wliich promises to repa.v lo an investor the sum 
wliicli lie has slaked in tlie case of tlie horsr* chosen 
being Ihe victim of a fall. Tin* operation thus brings 
ill elements wliicli comprise tin* basis of gambling. 
'J'liere is a great dilTerence lietween this transaction 
and a bet at the pari-nitiluel. Tliere the liacker 
takes a horse Ifii win or for a place), his clinic** 
lioiiig determined by personal motives drawn from 
bis knowiedge of the horse, its iierformatices, its 
jockey, etc. 

“ 'In the combination now jiroposed. hazard is 
the iinbiue iactor, and it constitutes the sole obj**ct 
*if tlie <*onvention; the oiM*ralion constitutes, there- 
fore, not an asstirance, as Ihe promoters claim for it, 
but a gamlde, which is forltidden by iegislatiim.’ 

"1 sliotild very miicli like to know wliat the 
lawyers on your side of the fseaii think of tliis 
fine point; and 1 sulunil that it is worthy <if atten- 
tion at the present moment wlieii 1 se<‘ the reformers 
In your coiiniry are endeavoring to make out tiiat 
there is no distinction lietween betting and gambling. 
AcciH'dinV' to tlie rreiich code as interpreted by .M. 
’fardil, a w§ger on a liorse race is evidently not 
gamiding and diM's not come under the ttaiiridiiig 
Act. 

“A somewhat similar disfinclion was made in 
r.ejgium wlien a bill was passed by the Legislature 
tliere to close gambling clubs at Dsli'iid, Siia, Namur 
and other places. After defining ‘games of chance." 
wliicli were forldddeii. a <laiis<* sliiiiilaled tiiat Ihe 
bill slioilld not 1 m* aiiplied lo ‘conlcsls of skill, speed, 
vir endurance,’ and naturally a horse race i-uines 
under tliis heading. 

"Hut if Ihe insurance of a horse against falling 
Is held to 1 m* illegal on aci-oiint of tlie element of 
chaitce that is iiiir*diiccd, wliat alniiil the insurance 
of a .ship against loss at .seaV Surely there is as 
great an element of cliaoee out on Hu* rolling wave 
as at the open ditch. Take life assurance again: 
<liM*s not the element <if chance enter in the combina- 
lion here? Wlu're diM*s prudence eml and gamhllng 
lM*gin, and vice versa? The subject is a dltlicult 
•me, and op**ns the diMir to miicli subtle argitment, 
but you must give tlie Freiiclimen credit for seeing 
the solution of Ihe matter in a very clear way.”
